Davey Tells New York Bookbinders Guild 
About Standardization Plans for Binders Board

When this simplification schedule 
goes into effect, which may within 
six months, the binders’ troubles with 
warping, insofar they are caused 
green board, will practically 
done away with. 

Relief Promised Board Troubles 

These statements were the high 
lights talk Leigh Davey, 
president the Binders Board Manu- 
facturers Association, before the 
March meeting the New York 

Guild. the executives 
present and proprietors binderies 
throughout the entire country, the 
address the greatest significance, 
promising, does, certain relief 
from one the ills from which every 
book manufacturer has suffered. 


Extensive Investigation 


Mr. Davey’s talk was master- 
piece frank, intelligent discussion 
the problem and revelation 
what the binders board manufactur- 
ers have been doing combat warp- 
ing. For months, the subject warp- 
ing has been the principal topic 
discussion whenever two binders met. 
During this period Mr. Davey and 
representatives the Binders Board 
Manufacturers Association have been 
making exhaustive investigations and 
surveys which have taken them 
dozens binderies different sec- 
tions the country. Now, the pro- 
mise held out that with sizes stand- 
ardized point where the manufac- 
turer will able turn out stock 
weeks, the boards will reach the 
binder sufficiently aged and absolutely 
dry, and warping then will come only 
from improper treatment the sea- 
soned boards.

Tribute Guild 


Porter, secretary the Bind- 
ers Board Manufacturers Association, 
prefaced Mr. Davey’s talk with tri- 
bute the work the Guild and 
the willingness the members get 
together and discuss their common 
problems. reviewed briefly the 
history the Binders Board Manu- 
facturers Association and told how the 
organization had brought about 
spirit co-operation among the in- 
dividual members and turned chaos 
into order. Then Mr. Davey took the 
floor. 

“First all,” said Mr. Davey, 
want you know that realize 
well you that binders board 
isn’t what used half cen- 
tury ago. those days our fathers 
grandfathers made the board and 
the even rays the sun. When the 
boards had been put through this 
natural baking process, they were 
thoroughly flat, and warping was 
word unknown the binder’s vocabu- 
lary. 
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Different Situation 

“Today, however, are 
face different situation. great 
the demand bookbinders for the 
boards that they are shot out the 
plant soon they are made. 
either question doing this 
telling the binder cannot have the 


boards—and with the publisher de- 


manding immediate production his 
book, the binder must get his stock 
once. the Davey plant—and the 
mills—our desk piled high with or- 
ders for every board can make 
weeks ahead. are turning out 
tons board plant which 
formerly produced only 15. are 
ordering more machinery produce 
sufficient amount stock get ahead 
and keep the boards our plant for 
weeks get them properly 
seasoned before they are sent out, but 
the task catching seems almost 
unsurmountable.” 


Mr. Davey then related briefly the 
process making binders board, com- 
paring doing the weekly wash- 
ing the home. 


Manufacturing Process 

“Clothes are washed, put out the 
sun dry, put the basket over 
night, then sprinkled 
Making binders board much the 
same. After the boards are dried, they 
are scaled for number, then dampened 
and allowed mull for hours. 
The longer this mulling process al- 
lowed, the straighter the 
From this the boards hot cal- 
ender rolls and are finished. The ad- 
dition the moisture necessary 
for the finish and make possible 
give the density the board.” 


The speaker then explained how, 
when the boards reach the bindery, 
the warmer air which always found 
near the ceiling the room would 
cause the top bundles the stacked 
boards warp. then took the 
matter the binders’ demands for 
odd sizes, reciting that demands for 
hundreds and hundreds different 
sizes and thicknesses had come him. 


Slows Production 


“Obviously, this slows produc- 
tion just when production needed 
most,” said. “We can make two 
tons standard sized boards less 
time than can turn out one ton 
odd sizes. make the latter 
must adjust our machines for each 
different lot and this wastes hours 
precious time. course, old

Two Associations Cooperating 


Raymond Baylis, the Eugene 
Lewis Co., member the Em- 
ploying Bookbinders America who 
have been meeting with the Binders 
Board 
working out details simplification 
program, said that the two organiza- 
tions were endeavoring agree upon 
certain number standard sizes. 

“Probably one-half the binders 
board ordered bookbinders today 
irregular sizes,” said Mr. Baylis. 
“We believe that the board manu- 
facturers made only about 
standard sizes, they could greatly in- 
crease their production and able 
stock these boards for sufficiently 
long time season them properly. 
The binder should able cut these 
standard sized boards almost any 
size wants with minimum waste. 


Board Problems Thing Past 


questionnaire has been sent 
out all members the Employing 
Bookbinders America, sounding 
them out what standard sizes would 
most practical for them. The re- 
plies should all few months, 
and within six months the Binders 
Board Manufacturers Association and 
the Employing Bookbinders should 
come decision. Many the 
binders’ warping problems will then 
thing the past.” 

Mr. Davey also expressed his be- 
lief that standardization would solve 
most the difficulties, but said 
that the makers binders board 
were not content let the matter 
rest there but were constantly ex- 
perimenting warping problems, 
even when not due green board. 


Constant Experimentation 


told experiments the 
glued end papers per- 
fectly dry binders board about 
New York bindery. re- 
lated how the manufacturers large 
hlank ledger books had been putting 
sheet oil paper and sheet blot- 
ting paper inside the cover the 
completed book when stacking them 
under pressure. was found that the 
pressure drove the moisture into the 
blotting paper, which absorbed it, and 
the oiled paper prevented the moisture 
from entering the book. 

Without this process, said, mois- 
ture from the partially wet board 
would driven into the pages the 
book and curling would result. 
said that the process used the 
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blank book makers was being tried out 
edition binding plants. 

Mr. Davey then invited members 
the Guild question him any 
warping problems they had met with 
the binderies they represented, 
any phase the question about 
which they were still doubt.

George Kuhlkin, 
the Little Ives Co., and 
Fortney, George McKibben Sons, 
president the Guild, pledged the 
co-operation the Guild the 
binders board manufacturers help- 
ing solve any warping problem that 
came the attention the Guild 
members, and the vote thanks 
Mr. Davey followed.

MATERIALS ANCIENT BOOKS 


Antiquity Knew the Meaning “Quality,” 


for their Works Have Defied the Ravages Time 


that ancient one 

thousand fifteen hundred 
years old are still almost perfect 
state preservation. Made they 
almost unbelievable fact that they 
have withstood the ravages the 
ages. Many these books have far 
outlasted the sturdy structures the 
monasteries which they were found. 
The stones that now make these 
ruins were still the quarries when 
many our ancient specimens 
writing were being executed. The 
ancients indeed knew the meaning 
let inquire into their 
methods. 


Oldest 


Perhaps the oldest material used for 
books was the skin the calf goat, 
tanned soft, and usually dyed red 
yellow. These were then cut and 
fastened together pieces sometimes 
hundred feet length, sufficient 
contain some one work, which then 
formed roll “volume.” The an- 
cient Jews were the greatest users 
this material for writing many the 
Hebrew Scriptures found the syna- 
gogues the Jews being made it. 

Parchment, called early times 
Pergamena, after Pergamus Asia 
Minor where the manufacture was 
improved upon and carried great 
extent, has been one the oldest 
materials used for books, and 
only exceeded durability the 
skin mentioned above. Even today, 
the painter works canvas with 
oils, does the illuminator place his 
art parchment. Real art far 
too precious waste anything per- 
ishable. 


Leaf and Bark Writing 


The practice writing the 
leaves trees can lay claim high 
antiquity. The leaf the mallow 
palm tree was used for this purpose. 
However, because its frailness 
was all probability used for letter 
writing business only, and not for 
books that were intended for preser- 
vation. 

The inner bark the linden teil 
tree was commonly used ma- 
terial for writing that its name 
“Liber” Latin, and “Biblos” 
Greek, has established the name for 
“book” both these languages. 


Codices 
Other materials used were tablets 
solid wood called “codices,” from 
whence get the word codex, mean- 


ing any manuscript written any 
material. These were 
mainly used for legal documents, and 
thus system laws has come 
known Code.

most common material was tablet 
covered with thin coat wax 
which impressions were made with 
sharp instrument called “style.” 
These styles were usually made 
iron brass. However, the use 
which they were sometimes put caused 
the prohibition iron styles. Angry 
clerks the public courts found them 
most effective weapon. fact, 
Julius Caesar said have wounded 
one his conspirators with style. 


Papyrus Writing 


far the most used material, the 
manufacture which furnished the 
chief article commerce the Medi- 
terranean, was the papyrus from 
Egypt. Some manuscripts written 
this kind paper early the 
fourth century are still extant. 

The reed grew vast quantities 
the stagnant pools that were left 
the annual inundations the 
Nile. The plant consists single 
stem growing sometimes height 
ten cubits. This stem fibrous 
substance from which the paper 
made. These fibrous coats were peeled 
off along the whole length the 
stem. One layer fibres was laid 
across another block and, being 
moistened, the glutinous juice the 
plant formed cement which was suf- 
ficiently strong hold the fibres to- 
gether. The two films thus connected 
were pressed, dried the sun, beated 
with broad mallet and polished with 
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shell. These sheets were then cut 
into the sizes that are needed. 


Fragile Despite Improvements 


successive improvements, and 
the hands the Romans, 
this paper Egypt was brought 
high state perfection. later 
ages was made considerable 
thickness and perfectly white. How- 
ever, its best, was fragile that 
where durability was desired, writers 
inserted leaf parchment between 
every five six leaves papyrus. 
Thus the strength one defended the 
frailness the other. 


Three hundred years before the 
Christian era, the commerce the 
paper Egypt had extended over 
most parts the civilized world; and 
principal source wealth the 
Egyptians. But length the inven- 
tion another material, and also the 
interruption comerce which en- 
sued consequence the conquest 
Egypt the Saracens, banished the 
Egyptian paper from common use. 
Comparatively few manuscripts 
this material are found later date 
than the eighth ninth century; al- 
though continued used occa- 
sionally long afterwards. 


Cotton Paper General Use Tenth 
Century 


The “charta bombycina,” cotton 
paper, had unquestionably been manu- 
factured the East early the 
ninth century, and probably much 
earlier; and the tenth century 
came into general use throughout 
Europe. Not long afterwards this 
invention made still more availa- 
ble for general purposes the substi- 
tution old linen, cotton rags, for 
the raw material; for this means 
both the price the article was re- 
duced, and its quality greatly im- 
proved. 

tive know few facts about the an- 
cient materials used for books, 
given above. Often forget that 
our craft has history, and most 
interesting one too, and little study 
the past gives clearer vision 
the future.

Conkey 


Bindery Rose With New City 
Phoenix rose from the ashes, 
did the Conkey bindery. Chi- 
cago was just emerging from the ruins 
the great fire which razed great 


part the city, and the bindery rose 
with the new city. Mrs. Leary’s cow 
little knew the good turn she was do- 
ing the young binder well thou- 
sands other Chicagoans. The ani- 
mal’s famous kick, instead taking 
the heart out the city, aroused its 
fighting instincts. Its people decided 
they would rebuild the old, and 
build better. The result was stimu- 
lus business which exceeded any 
that had gone before, and this new 
business the Conkey company shared. 

his dark quarters, lighted 
lamps, for electric light were unknown 
those days, the young binder began 
his bid for trade. With each new job 
the bindery’s reputation grew. The 
Chicago Daily News, then published 
the late Victor Lawson, heard 
the new bindery’s work and turned 
its folding work over Mr. Conkey. 
The papers were wrapped his shop 
and carried sacks Mr. Conkey 
himself the post office save ex- 
pressage. 


Intensive Drive for Early Business 


Soon the business outgrew its dingy 
quarters and Mr. Conkey moved the 
old Journal building, the site now oc- 
cupied the Morrison Hotel. With 
more floor space and with new ma- 
chines made intensive drive for 
business, which was successful that 
many Chicago printers were induced 
abandon their binderies, which they 
had been operating scant profit 
loss, and turn their work over 
him. Mr. Conkey believed modern 
methods, and the first Thompson wire 
stitchers, made Philadelphia, 
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used the Middle West were seen 
the Conkey bindery. 


Work came fast that few years 
later the rising young binder was 
forced take two floors the Crilley 
building (still standing), and here be- 
gan his first edition binding. also 
acquired warehouse space another 
building. 

1890 Mr. Conkey had achieved 
such success that was able erect 
his own building—the Franklin Build- 
ing, Dear- 
born street, 
near Harrison. 
Here added 
presswork and 
electrotyping 
ties, making 
ing service 
complete. But 
even this 
building be- 
came too 
cramped for 
the growing 
business, and 
bought the printing house Knapp 
Johnston and later absorbed the 
Illinois Printing Binding Co., one 
the largest Chicago, taking over 
its entire building and equipment. 
With increased facilities and space, 
Mr. Conkey stepped into the leading 
ranks American printers and bind- 
ers, specializing quantity produc- 
tion books and catalogs.
